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Panel selects nominees 
to fill vacant judgeship 



Governor must name 
one to Family Court 
bench within 60 days 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
Judicial Nominating Commis- 
sion, led by Chief Justice of Ken- 
tucky John D. Minton Jr., last 
week announced nominees to fill 
the vacant Family Court judge- 
ship in the 37th Judicial Circuit, 
Division 2, which serves Carter, 
Elliott and Morgan counties. 

The three attorneys named as 
nominees to fill the vacancy are 
Gary Everett Conn, David Doran 
Flatt and Steve O’Connor. 

The Family Court judgeship 
was left vacant by Judge Kristi 
Gossett, who resigned May 22. 

Gary Everett Conn of 
Grayson was previously an assis- 
tant commonwealth’s attorney 
for the 37th Judicial Circuit. He 
earned his juris doctor at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Law. 

David Doran Flatt of Olive 
Hill currently serves the 37th Ju- 
dicial District as 

commonwealth’s attorney. He 
earned his juris doctor at North- 



ern Kentucky University Salmon 
R Chase College of Law. 

Steve O’Connor of West Lib- 
erty is the current Morgan 
County attorney. He earned his 
juris doctor at Northern Ken- 
tucky University Salmon P. 
Chase College of Law. 

When a judicial vacancy oc- 
curs, the Judicial Nominating 
Commission, established in the 
Kentucky Constitution, is named. 
The membership is comprised of 
the chief justice of Kentucky 
(who also serves as chair), two 
lawyers elected by all the lawyers 
in their circuit/district and four 
Kentucky citizens who are ap- 
pointed by the governor. The four 
citizens appointed by the gover- 
nor must equally represent the 
two major political parties, so 
two must be Democrats and two 
must be Republicans. 

It is the responsibility of the 
commission to submit a list of 
three names to the governor and 
the governor must appoint a 
judge from this list of three 
within 60 days. The appointment 
is until the 2010 general election, 
at which the appointee must run 
as a candidate for a full eight- 
year term.

Veterans Day program draws large crowd; 
women’s military memorial is dedicated

Over 200 people attended the 
Morgan County Woman’s Club 
28th annual Veterans’ Day pro- 
gram and unveiling of the 
women’s military monument on 
Saturday, Nov. 7, at the Kiwanis 
Tredway Park.

“When I joined the Navy as a 
ship serviceman, women were 
not allowed in combat,” Redding 
said. “I performed a variety of 



other duties and even served as a 
military barber. Years later, I was 
in communication with the 
U.S.S. Cole crew members when 
the ship was bombed in 2000. 
Women gave their lives for their 
country that day. I am so proud 
West Liberty chose to honor 
women with this memorial. 

“I never knew anyone who 
enlisted in the military to be a 
hero. The military is just a job 
until it becomes something more. 
I was never called on to be a hero, 
but I am proud to remember those 
who were. We must never forget 
those who fought to defend the 
freedoms we enjoy today.”

Caney Valley

Nov. 9 - Hello again from 
Caney Valley. This week is rec- 
ognized as Veterans’ Day on Nov. 
1 1 . This is a time of remembrance 
of our troops at home and abroad, 
as well as the ones who have pre- 
viously served our country. 

We all have family members 
who have served in some capac- 
ity. My mother had three broth- 
ers who served in the armed 
forces. My uncle, Paul McClees, 
was corporal in the United States 
Marine Corps, as well my uncles 
Billy McClees (Army) nd Charles 
McClees (Navy). My mother’s 
brothers are deceased, but she is 
very proud of their duty to our 
country. 

I recently talked with my 
uncle, Woodford Henry. He was 
born on July 21, 1917. He is 92 
years old and served in World 
War II. He went into the army on 
May 29, 1942, at the age of 24. 

U.S. Air Force Lt. Col. Delbert 
Honchul (Ret.) also enlisted the 
same day. Uncle Woodford said 
that Delbert retired out of the ser- 
vice, received his college degree 
and taught military science at 
Murray State University in west- 
ern Kentucky. 

On Oct. 1, 1942, Uncle 
Woodford and Delbert left San 
Francisco by ship and arrived in 
New Zealand on Oct. 22. The 
weather and landscape was beau- 
tiful. They went on from there to 
Guadalcanal and then to the 
French island of New Caledonia 
to guard Japanese prisoners. 

One time Uncle Woodford 
went out to help unload gas bar- 
rels from a barge. He was not 
happy about going, but while he 
was gone, the Japanese attacked 
their field camp. When he retired, 
his duffel bag had shrapnel in it, 
and some of the boys in his tent 
were killed. 

Uncle Woodford and his 
brothers, Milford and Asa, were 
all in the army at the same time. 
Uncle Woodford wa sin the South 
Pacific, and Milford and Asa were 
in Europe. He remembered that 
Bob Hope came over to entertain 
the troops at New Georgia Island. 

At that time. Aunt Berchlene 
stated that Jesse Morris (Ren 
Morris’s son), of Caney, was 
killed in action at New Georgia 
Island. He is buried at Morris 
Cemetery, along with many other 
veterans. 

After Uncle Woodford was 
overseas for two years, he was 
eligible to have his name in a 
drawing for service men to return 
home. Many people think Friday 
the 13th is unlucky, but Uncle 
Woodford's name was drawn on 
that day to come back to stateside 
post. To him, Friday the 13th is 
just another day, and he is not 
superstitious. 

Uncle Woodford was stationed 
at Fort Blanding, Fla., and helped 
train two bunches of new recruits. 
When getting ready to have his 
discharge physical, he found out 
he had tuberculosis. He was in the

Following Trusty’s rendition 
of the Lord’s Prayer and a roll 
call of veterans, U.S. Air Force 
Major General Verna Fairchild 
(Ret.) addressed the importance 
of recognizing women veterans. 

“Women have played a vital 
role in the military since the 
American Revolution,” Fairchild 
said. “Many female military 
foundation builders continue to 
go unrecognized. Women have 
served around the globe and lost 
their lives. They must be remem- 
bered and not remain invisible. I 
want to give credit to women 
veterans and commend the 
Woman’s Club for honoring 
these heroes.” 

U.S. Air Force Veteran Lynn 
Nickell, who served in Korea, 
also commended local civic 
clubs for their efforts to pay trib- 
ute to veterans. 

The Woman’s Club and the 
Kiwanis Club have helped make 
Morgan County the jewel of 
Eastern Kentucky,” Nickell said.

Pathways to now offering 
variety of Autism services 



Pathways, Inc., a nonprofit 
community behavioral health 
center, is now offering a compre- 
hensive array of autism disorder 
services. Services include assess- 
ment and diagnosis, case man- 
agement, respite services, day 
habilitation, supported living and 
employment services, behavior 
sciences, medication therapy and 
various counseling services. 

The services are being offered 
as a result of input gathered from 
parents and other caregivers of 
individuals with autism spectrum 
disorders at two forums held in 
March of this year and sponsored 
by the Autism Spectrum Disor- 
ders (ASD) Task Force. Parents 
and caregivers expressed con- 
cern about lack of services and 
having to travel up to three hours 
for services. Despite recent bud- 
get cuts, the ASD Task Force 
designated development of these 
services a priority. 

Autism is a brain develop- 
ment disorder characterized by 
impaired social interaction and 
communication, and by re- 
stricted and repetitive behavior. 
Autism spectrum disorders also 
include related conditions with 
milder signs and symptoms. Be- 
haviors usually present before 
three years of age and there is no 
single known cause for autism. 
Early behavioral or cognitive in- 



FRANKFORT. Ky. Nov. 4 — 
Rep. John Will Stacy and 20 
other members of the House 
Democratic Caucus sent a letter 
to Gov.

“This is not the time to 
let bureaucrats in Washington 
meet behind closed doors to de- 
stroy Kentuckians’ way of life.” 

The letter from state lawmak- 
ers in Eastern Kentucky, Western 
Kentucky, and the Bluegrass, 
urges Kentucky’s two federal 
senators, six federal representa- 
tives, and the governor to speak 
out for coal’s benefits and push 
the EPA to eliminate unnecessary 
roadblocks to economic develop- 
ment. 

“We need everyone working

The Cougars arrived in Lex- 
ington on October 3 1 to play in 
the final four of middle school 
football with high expectations. 
After all, they had been in a state 
semi-finals game before; several 
of them as starters off the 2008 
team that fell to Bluegrass MS. 
This season, the Cougars hoped 
to advance beyond the final four 
to the finals. To do this, they 
would have to defeat the 
Gallattin County Wildcats and 
the first-team All-State quarter- 
back, Austin Chapman. 

This game would prove to be 
a contrast in styles: Gallattin’s 
wide open spread offense versus 
the bruising double wing attack 
of the Cougars. The two teams 
traded scores throughout the 
game, with neither defense seem- 
ingly able to stop the other team’s 
offense. The score was 24-20 in 
favor of the Cougars going into 
the fourth quarter. Gallattin 
marched down the field and 
scored to take the lead at 26-24, 
with just under 6 minutes to go 
in the game. “I told one of the 
coaches on our sideline, that 
them scoring quickly was a good 
thing, because we could get the 
ball back and use the rest of the 
clock to score and win,”. Coach 
Brian Turner recalled. Coach 
Easterling could be heard saying, 
“It’s time for one of our signa- 
ture, time consuming, 90-yard, 
double wing drives!” 

It would take time, as the Cou- 
gars received the ensuing kick- 
off right around the ten yard line. 
The Cougars began their me- 
thodical march down the field, 
grinding out yardage and chew- 
ing up clock. On a Thornsberry 
run down to the five yard line, 
one of the Gallattin players fell 
injured. (The young man was 
taken to the hospital and later re- 
leased). It took nearly twenty 
minutes to get an ambulance on 
the scene. Once play did resume 
there was just over a minute re- 
maining, first and goal on the five 
yard line. 



“We didn’t want to score too 
quickly, but we didn’t want to put 
our offense in a bad position, ei- 
ther,” recalled Turner. The Cou- 
gars were able to score on an 
Austin Arnett run. Thornsberry 
followed with the PAT. The Cou- 
gars now led, 32-26. However, 
with Chapman’s strong arm, the 
Wildcats were just one play away 
from scoring on any drive. The 
Cougars went to their prevent 
defense and held off Gallattin’s 
final scoring drive attempt to 
win, 32-26, and advance to the 
state championship game.

It’s not often that a football 
coach is given the opportunity to 
tutor the nation’s elite players. 
But come late December, Mor- 
gan County coach Brian Turner 
will be doing just that. 

Turner has been selected to 
coach at the Football University 
All-American Game in San An- 
tonio, Texas. He was nominated 
by and will represent the Ken- 
tucky Middle School Football 
Association. Turner attended the 
event last season, but admits the 
trip will be special this time 
around. 

“I’m really excited about it,” 
Turner said on Tuesday. “It’s a 
great honor to coach the nation’s 
top young football players. Many 
of these kids will go on to play 
in college and the NFL. It’s an 
awesome thing to be a part of.” 

Other than being invited, 
Turner has received very few 
details, including which side of 
the ball he’ll be coaching. And 
while he’ll be teaching the 
youngsters, it’s also an opportu- 
nity for Turner to learn from the 
game’s best. 

“Many of the instructors in 
San Antonio are former NFL 
players,” Turner said. “There’s 
also a lot of college recruiters on

hand to help kids prepare for the 
recruiting process that lies 
ahead.” 

Turner’s middle school coach- 
ing resume certainly qualifies 
him for the task. Turner has won 
71 games in eight seasons at 
MCMS, including four confer- 
ence (Foothills and East Ken- 
tucky) championships and two 
state final four appearances — in- 
cluding runner-up honors this 
season.

mean success, 
demand safety 



Tree stands can give deer 
hunters an edge. Fifteen feet off 
the ground, it’s easier to see a 
deer and more difficult for them 
to see or smell you. But hunters 
need to take precautions when- 
ever they use a tree stand. 

“Tree stand falls are a substan- 
tial percentage of our hunting 
incidents every year,” said Will 
Connelly, a hunter training of- 
ficer with the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re- 



sources. 

Eight hunting incidents have 
been reported to Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife this year. Two in- 
volved falls from tree stands. 
Neither of the injured hunters 
was using a safety harness. Most 
falls can be avoided if hunters 
attach themselves to the stand 
with a harness, especially while 
they are climbing up and down. 

“The number one thing hunt- 
ers need to do is use that full- 
body harness - bottom to top and 
top back down again,” Connelly 
said. “For ladder and lock-on 
stands, there are methods to do 
that, but that’s where a lot of 
people take chances.” 

Hunters should also observe 
the three-point rule: Keep three 
points of your body in contact 
with the ladder at all times. This 
means while climbing, move one 
hand or one foot at a time, but 
never two at once. 

‘Don’t carry anything up, 



make sure your hands are free,” 
Connelly said. “That means no 
heavy backpacks that could 
knock you off-balance. Use a 
haul line going up and down.” 

Haul lines are attached to the 
tree stand or a sturdy nearby 
limb. Hunters secure their bow, 
pack or unloaded gun to the line, 
climb the stand and then pull up 
their equipment. Using a haul 
line can help prevent falls and 
ensure that, if a fall does occur, 
the hunter doesn’t fall on his or 
her gun or bow. 

Tree stands that are put up at 
the beginning of the season and 
taken down at the end are far 
safer than permanent stands. 
Nails loosen, wood rots and time 
takes its toll on stands left up 
permanently. 

“My recommendation is don’t 
use permanent stands at all,” said 
Connelly. “But if somebody’s 
going to get in one, they need to 
be very careful. Take a ladder and 
double-check the steps without 
having to actually get on them.” 



Finally, tree stands aren’t the 
only way to hunt successfully. 
Hunters, especially those who are 
afraid of heights or have trouble 
physically climbing into a stand, 
can use a ground blind instead. 

Kentucky’s modern gun deer 
season opens Nov. 14 statewide 
and closes Nov. 23 in deer zones 
3 and 4, and Nov. 29 in deer 
zones 1 and 2. For complete 
hunting regulations, pick up a 
copy of the 2009-10 Kentucky 
Hunting and Trapping Guide, 
available online at fw.ky.gov and 
wherever hunting licenses are 
sold. Hunters who plan to hunt 
wildlife management areas 
should be sure to review public 
land tree stand use regulations on 
page 17 of the guide.
